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"Let  me  tell  you  a  few  tales,"  Elie  Wiesel 
said  to  a  packed  audience  at  Sweet  Briar 
on  March  17,  "but  how  can  you  tell  a 
tale  that  can't  be  told?"  Yet  he  tried,  this 
man  who  has  become  a  symbol  of  the 
Holocaust  and  the  human  capacity  to 
endure  and  to  triumph,  who  was  Sweet 
Briar's  1988  Ewald  Scholar.  See  p.  3.

SELECTS  EDEN  RUE 


President  Nenah  E.  Fry  was 
keynote  speaker  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil for  the  Advancement  and 
Support  of  Education  (CASE) 
District  III  held  in  Atlanta  in 
mid-February.  Speaking  on 
"Leadership:  The  Special 
Spark,"  Dr.  Fry  addressed 
the  question  of  what 
separates  a  true  leader  from 
a  decent  manager. 

Also  representing  Sweet 
Briar  were  the  College's  new 
Vice  President  for  College 
Relations,  William  M. 
Meadows  III,  who  moderated 
a  session  on  "Marketing  and 
Planning:  Getting  to  Know 
Your  Alumni  ";  Martha 
Clement,  director  of  develop- 
ment, who  spoke  at  the 
Institutional  relations  session 
on  how  image  research  can 
be  applied  to  admissions 
publications;  and  Debbie 
Shrader,  assistant  director  of 
development,  who  moderated 
a  session  entitled  "Donor 
Research:  Putting  It  All 
Together." 


What  qualities  define  a  "leader?" 
Are  people  "born"  leaders,  or  can 
leaders  be  developed?  Is  there  a 
course  of  study,  "Leadership  101," 
that  young  women  can  take  to  prepare 
themselves  for  leadership  roles? 

Eden  Rue,  a  chemistry  major,  Founders' 
Scholar,  and  rising  senior  from  Northfield, 
Minnesota,  will  soon  be  considering  answers  to 
questions  such  as  these.  She  has  been  selected 
as  one  of  only  50  collegians  to  participate  in 
Leadership  America,  a  national  leadership 
development  program  for  outstanding  under- 
graduates who  have  completed  their  junior  year. 
Under  the  auspices  of  this  program,  Eden  will 
spend  ten  weeks  this  summer  strengthening  her 
leadership  skills. 

The  first  week  will  be  spent  at  the  Center  for 
Creative  Leadership  in  Greensboro,  North 
Carolina,  in  a  program  devoted  to  self-awareness 
and  self-assessment  of  individual  strengths, 
weaknesses,  and  interests.  Eden  will  then  go  to 
the  Rocky  Mountains  to  participate  in  an 
Executive  Development  Program  run  by  Out- 
ward Bound. 

Thereafter,  Eden  moves  to  Dallas  for  three 
weeks.  Here  recognized  leaders  from  business, 
government,  and  community  service  will  speak 
about  the  risks,  costs,  and  benefits  of  leader- 
ship. In  addition,  international  experts  will 
describe  global  dependencies  which  are  develop- 


ing and  what  impact  these  may  have  on 
careers.  Finally,  experts  in  biogenetics,  telecom- 
munications, and  space  will  share  perspectives 
on  developing  technologies  and  their  ethical 
implications. 

After  these  formal  sessions,  Eden  will  spend 
the  next  month  in  an  internship  selected  from 
a  variety  of  options  in  government,  business, 
and  community  service.  Finally,  in  mid-August, 
she  and  her  colleagues  will  reconvene  in 
Washington,  DC,  where  they  will  review  their 
internships,  report  on  group  projects,  and 
evaluate  the  program. 

Undergirding  the  Leadership  America  pro- 
gram is  the  belief  that  the  need  for  leaders  will 
increase  in  this  generation  and  that  they  will 
need  global  perspective,  an  understanding  of 
technological  opportunities  and  challenges,  and 
effectiveness. 


BRADLEY  FOUNDATION 
AWARDS  $171,682  TO  SBC 

The  Lynde  and  Harry  Bradley  Founda- 
tion has  awarded  $171,682  to  the 
College-University  Resource  Institute, 
Inc.  (CURD  to  conduct  a  study  of  tui- 
tion costs.  CURI  is  a  Washington-based,  non- 
profit organization,  which  brings  together 
educational  institutions  to  develop  programs 
and  conduct  research  in  areas  of  mutual  in- 
terest. CURI's  president  is  Julia  Jacobsen,  Sweet 
Briar's  director  of  government  relations  and 
sponsored  programs. 

The  participating  colleges  will  study  the  im- 
pact of  "unbundling"  peripheral  services  from 
general  tuition  costs  and  will,  through  on- 
campus  teams,  deliberate  these  questions  with 
the  aid  of  a  computer-generated  analysis 
mechanism.  According  to  Jacobsen,  "it  is  possi- 
ble that  'unbundling'  could  lower  tuition  costs 
without  detracting  from  the  quality  of  the 
overall  educational  experience  and  institutional 
mission,  and  thus  lower  the  cost  of  a  college 
educational  experience  significantly."

JAPANESE  SCHOLAR 

TO  TEACH  AT  SWEET  BRIAR 

A  distinguished  Japanese  art  historian 
will  be  in  residence  at  Sweet  Briar 
College  next  year  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Fulbright  Scholar-in- 
Residence  Program.  Only  a  handful  of  institu- 
tions are  selected  each  year  to  receive  a 
Fulbright  Scholar,  and  Sweet  Briar's  participa- 
tion in  this  prestigious  program  is  a  distinct 
honor. 

During  the  fall  term  the  Japanese  scholar  will 
teach  a  course  in  the  Department  of  Art 
History  on  the  arts  of  Japan  from  the  18th  cen- 
tury to  the  present.  Special  emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  Japanese  woodblock  prints,  with 
students  conducting  individual  research  on 
those  in  the  Sweet  Briar  Art  Collection  for 
inclusion  in  a  catalog  for  an  exhibition  of 
selected  prints.  The  exhibition,  to  open  in 
February  1989,  will  run  concurrently  with  a 
planned  two-month-long  Festival  of  Japan. 

In  the  spring  the  scholar  will  participate  in 
teaching  the  Asian  Studies  course  "Asian 
Civilization."  Throughout  the  residency,  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  Fulbright  program,  the 
scholar  will  be  available  for  lectures  and  pro- 
grams in  the  Central  Virginia  community  and 
at  other  colleges  and  uni\'ersities. 

Carma  C.  Fauntleroy,  director  of  college 
galleries,  initiated  the  plan.  Christopher  L.C. 
Ewart  Witcombe,  assistant  professor  of  art 
history,  helped  to  prepare  the  proposal  with  the 
assistance  of  John  I.  Goulde,  assistant  professor 
of  religion.  The  scholar's  residency  at  Sweet 
Briar  will  be  overseen  by  the  above,  as  well  as 
Dean  A.  Robin  Bowers,  project  director,  and 
Milan  E.  Hapala,  Carter  Glass  Professor  of 
Government  and  head  of  the  Asian  Studies 
Program. 


Elie  Wiesel,  winner  of  the  1986  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  and  the  Congressional 
Medal  of  Achievement,  was  the  1988 
Ewald  Scholar.  His  appearance  on 
March  17  was  central  to  the  1988  Ewald 
Scholars  Program,  "Understanding  the  Past  in 
the  Age  of  Information,"  a  semester-long  series 
of  programs  on  historical  events  or  movements 
which  have  changed  the  course  of  contem- 
porary American  life.  The  first  segment,  "The 
Black  Experience,"  summarized  on  stage,  with 
disarming  wit  by  John  O'Neal  as  the  legendary 
raconteur  Junebug  Jabbo  Jones,  the  black 
experience  from  plantation  slave  to  unemployed 
black  slum  dweller  in  the  Chicago  of  the 
sixties. 

For  the  second  segment,  "The  Holocaust," 
two  noted  Holocaust  scholars,  Charles  W. 
Sydnor,  Jr.,  president  of  Emory  and  Henry 
College,  and  David  S.  Wyman,  Josiah  DuBois 
Holocaust  Remembrance  Professor  of  History  at 
the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Amherst, 
preceded  Wiesel  to  provide  the  historical 
background  of  the  Holocaust  in  lectures 
February  22  and  March  14. 

The  third  Ewald  Program  in  April,  "Re- 
Visioning  Women,"  was  a  series  of  lectures  by 
five  women  writers:  novelist  Sherley  Anne 
Williams,  "Dessa  Rose:  Dessa  Rose  as  Shero," 
April  6;  feminist  historian  Elizabeth  Fox- 
Genovese,  "The  Imaginative  Worlds  of 
Antebellum  Southern  Women,"  April  13;  South 
African  scholar  Barbara  Temple-Thurston, 
"Nadine  Gordimer:  Novels,  History,  and  the 
Future,"  April  18;  literary  scholar  Mary  Helen 
Washington,  "Black  Women  Writers:  Spiritual 
Quest  and  Racial  Past,"  April  26;  and  feminist 
and  zoologist  Sue  V.  Rosser,  "Feminist  Perspec- 
tives on  Science:  Is  Reconceptualization  Possi- 
ble?" April  28.

Elie  Wiesel.  was  15  when 
the  Nazis  entered  his 
hometown  of  SIghet. 
Hungary,  In  1944.  He  suf- 
fered and  survived  the  horror 
of  imprisonment  In  the  death 
camps  of  both  Auschwitz  and 
Buchenwald. 

For  ten  years  after  his 
death  camp  experience, 
Wiesel  was  silent.  Then, 
having  moved  to  New  York 
City  and  become  a  natural- 
ized U,S.  citizen,  Wiesel 
broke  silence  and  began  to 
write  and  speak  about  the 
Holocaust,  about  the 
unspeakable. 

No  one  at  Sweet  Briar  who 
heard  this  man  with  his  gen- 
tle, suffering  eyes,  with  his 
wit.  with  his  profound 
understanding.  Is  likely  to 
forget  his  lesson:  "not  to  be 
Indifferent."

WILSON  DIRECTS 
JUNIOR  YEAR  IN  SPAIN 

Mary  Anne  Wilson,  Class  of  '57, 
Sweet  Briar's  new  director  of  the 
Junior  Year  in  Spain,  has  travelled 
twice  to  Seville  since  her  appoint- 
ment last  August,  orienting  students  in  the  program 
and  establishing  herself  and  her  office  with  the 
officials  and  faculty  of  the  University  of  Seville. 

Wilson  is  very  enthusiastic  about  the  Junior 
Year  in  Spain  Program,  now  in  its  fourth  year. 
"We  have  a  strong  program  modeled  on  Sweet 
Briar's  Junior  Year  in  France,"  she  says.  "During 
the  past  four  years  men  and  women  from  22 
major  colleges  and  universities  have  studied 
with  us  in  Seville.  Our  strength  lies  in  our 
small  group  size,  which  allows  us  to  be  extreme- 
ly flexible  in  tailoring  individual  academic  pro- 
grams and  in  providing  as  much  individual  care 
and  counseling  as  a  student  desires.  Our  students 
take  all  their  courses  at  the  University  of  Seville 
and  live  with  Spanish  families  or  in  'residencias,' 
all  within  walking  distance  of  the  university." 

Wilson,  who  studied  with  the  Junior  Year  in 
France  while  a  Sweet  Briar  student,  earned  an 


M.A.  in  history  from  Columbia  University  in 
1'560  and  studied  in  l'561-62  at  the  University 
of  Madrid.  That  same  year  she  taught  at  the 
American  School  of  Madrid  and  in  1967-68 
taught  at  the  Instituto  Estudio  in  Madrid.  She 
also  has  extensive  experience  in  alumni  and 
development  positions  at  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  in  hospital  fund  raising  and 
public  relations,  also  in  Chicago.

FIRST  THOUGHTS  ABOUT 
SWEET  BRIAR 

After  three  months  at  Sweet  Briar 
College  as  vice  president  for  college 
relations.  Bill  Meadows  is  impressed 
by  the  depth  of  loyalty  alumnae 
have  for  the  College  and  their  commitment  to 
it  and  by  the  sense  of  community  on  campus. 
"This  is  so  much  more  of  a  community  than 
most,"  he  says.  "The  governance  really  is  coUegial." 
William  H.  Meadows  III  came  to  Sweet  Briar  the 
first  of  January  from  Vanderbilt  University,  where 
he  had  been  director  of  alumni  relations  since  1972 
and  from  1968  to  1972  associate  director  of  alum- 
ni and  development.  He  earned  both  B.A.  and 
M.Ed,  degrees  from  Vanderbilt. 

Meadows  sees  his  responsibilities  at  Sweet 
Briar  as  two-fold:  "first,  to  make  certain  we  are 
communicating  honestly  and  effectively  with  all 
constituents  about  what  Sweet  Briar  is  and 
what  changes  are  occurring  and  to  make  cer- 
tain that  traditional  values  important  to  our 
friends  are  still  here,"  he  says.

The  lacrosse  team,  captained  by  Laura 
Ferrazzano  '88  and  Amy  Ottaway  '89,  has  been 
ranked  5th  in  Div.

The  Cramer  Enrichment  Fund  enabled  the 
Riding  Program  to  sponsor  a  series  of  12  ses- 
sions on  sports  psychology  for  riders  by  Ann 
Riley  as  well  as  clinics  by  two  special  guests:

The  Varsity  swimming  and  diving  team  was 
undefeated  this  1987-88  season  in  conference 
dual  meets  and  posted  a  2nd  place  ODAC

Soccer 

Sisters  Laura  and  Anna  Mangus  provided  a 
one-two  punch  this  season,  and  with  captain 
Laura  Ferrazzano  at  sweeper,  were  the  heart  of 
the  1987  team.

Stan  Mumford,  assistant  professor  of  anthro- 
pology, is  the  author  of  "Tibetan  Lamas  and 
Gurung  Shamans  in  the  Nepal  Himalayas,"  his 
doctoral  dissertation,  which  has  been  accepted 
for  publication  later  this  year  by  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  Press. 

Lee  Piepho,  professor  of  English,  attended  a 
seminar  on  Italian  Humanistic  Manuscripts  of 
the  Fifteenth  Century  held  at  Columbia 
University  in  August  1987.  It  was  overseen  by 
Albinia  de  la  Mare  of  the  Bodleian  Library  at 
Oxford  University,  who  is  the  foremost  expert 
in  this  field  in  the  English  speaking  world. 
Writes  Piepho:  "The  seminar  had  its  technical 
side,  of  course  (by  means  of  slides  and 
photocopies  we  looked  at  well  over  200 
manuscripts  in  five  days!),  but  what  was  par- 
ticularly striking  was  to  see  Italian  humanism, 
the  foundation  stone  of  what  we  consider  the 
Renaissance,  slowly  establish  itself  in  Italy  and 
then  in  the  later  fifteenth  century  begin  to 
enter  English  culture." 

Michael  Richards,  Hattie  Mae  Samford  Pro- 
fessor of  History,  was  named  an  associate  of 
"Israel  Today,"  a  five-part  lecture  and  discussion 
series  on  contemporary  life  and  issues  in  Israel 
sponsored  by  the  Virginia-Israel  Commission, 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College,  and  the 
National  Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews, 
Lynchburg  Chapter.  The  series  met  weekly  from 
March  15  to  April  12. 

Brent  M.  Shea,  associate  professor  of 
anthropology  and  sociology,  has  widely  reported 
the  results  of  his  research  on  the  relationship 
between  social  stratification  and  psychiatric 
disorder.  He  carried  out  the  research  as  Fellow 
at  the  Institution  for  Social  and  Policy  Studies 
at  Yale  University,  where  from  1984-86  he  was  a 
member  of  a  research  team  at  the  Yale  School 
of  Medicine.  Yale  (New  Haven)  was  one  of  five 
universities  cooperating  in  the  Epidemiologic 
Catchment  Area  Project  (ECA),  a  major  coor- 
dinated study  in  which  Johns  Hopkins 
(Baltimore),  Washington  Unversity  (St.  Louis), 
Duke  University  (Durham),  and  UCLA  (Los 
Angeles)  also  participated. 


Shea's  research  was  supported  initially  by  the 
Sweet  Briar  Faculty  Fellowship  and  later  by  a 
National  Institute  of  Mental  Health  Fellowship 
and  NIMH  Research. 

Shea  is  second  author  of  an  eight-author  arti- 
cle in  the  American  ]ournal  of  Social  Psychiatry: 
"The  Increased  Risk  for  Specific  Psychiatric 
Disorders  Among  Persons  of  Low  Socio- 
economic Status"  (December  1986).

Dorothy  D.  Thompson,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  chemistry  at  Sweet  Briar 
College  from  1944  to  1957  and  the 
Rockefeller-Guion  Professor  of 
Chemistry  from  1957  to  1964,  died  on  February 
19  in  Boston.  She  was  78  years  old.

Jeanette  Boone 

Jeanette  Boone,  fondly  known  to  genera- 
tions of  Sweet  Briar  students,  faculty,  and 
friends  as  "Dan,"  died  January  10. 
Miss  Boone,  who  graduated  from  Sweet 
Briar  in  1927,  joined  the  Registrar's  Office 
at  Sweet  Briar  in  1931  and  served  as  recorder 
from  1947  until  her  retirement  in  1970.  She 
served  two  terms  as  president  of  the  Virginia 
Association  of  Collegiate  Registrars  and  Admis- 
sions Officers  and  was  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
Southern  Association  of  College  and  University 
Registrars  from  1954  to  1956. 

Miss  Boone  was  active  in  environmental 
organizations  and  a  founder  of  the  Humane 
Society  of  Amherst  County.  With  her  long- 
time friend  Helen  McMahon,  Miss  Boone 
operated  Camp  Glen  Laurel  at  Little 
Switzerland,  N.C.,  for  almost  20  years.

Emeritus,  appeared  in  the  Spring  issue  of  the 
Sueet  Briar  Alumnae  Magazine.
